Until a few years ago it was quite 
customary during the harvesting

Delicate Baked Apples.—Select 
large medium sour apples and wash 
them. Remove the cores without 
Peeling and fll the centres with su- 
gar.

Egg and Tomato Stew.—Cook to- 
—_— for twenty minutes one quart 
can of tomatoes, one-quarter of a 
large onion chopped fine, one-quarter 
cup of fine bread crumbs, with a 
seasoning of salt and pepper. Stir 
often, add two level tablespoons of 
butter, and when all is hot stir in 
four well-beaten eggs. Serve as 
soon as the eggs are cooked through, 

Fried Rye Muftins.—These muffins 
are good on a cold day, and especial- 
ly good with some kind of acid Jelly. 
Sift together three-quarters cup ot 
rye meal, that has been sifted before 
menzuring, threequartera cup ot 
flour, two level teaspoons of baking 
powder, two level tablespoons 01 
sugar and a saltspoon of salt. Mix 
with one egg beaten with one-half 
cup of milk. Drop in small spoon- 
fuls into hot fat and fry like dough- 
nuts. 

Banbury Cakes.—Make a rich paste 
jand cut in egg shaped pieces,” after 
rolling thin, or cut in rounds and 
press each out longer with the roll- 
ing pin. For the filling use one-half 
pound of currants, one-quarter pound 
of candied orange peel, cut very fine 
or chopped; one-quarter pound of but- 
ter creamed and one-half level ten- 
spoon each of cinnamon and allspice. 
Mix in sufficient stale sponge cake 
crumbs to give a firm consistency. 
Put a small spoonful of this mixture 
on each oval of pastry, cover with 
another, and pinch the edges to- 
gether. Brush over with beaten egg 
and bake in a quick oven. 

Sponge Cake.—Beat the yolks ot 
six eggs light, add one cup of pow- 
dered sugar and beat fifteen minutes. 
Beat the whites of six eggs to a stiff 
froth, add the strained juice and the 
grated yellow rind of one lemon to 
the yolks and sugar, then one and 
one-half cups of pastry flour that has 
been sifted twice, and after mixing 
well fold in lightly the whites of 
the eggs. Bake in a thick sheet 
about forty minutes. 

Children's Pudding.—Fill a pudding 
mold half full of fine bread crumbs, 
cover with milk and allow an inch 
more in depth of milk than crumbs. 
Let the mixture stand until softenod 
and then add two well beaten eggs 
and three-quarters cup of raisins 
seeded, Cover and boil for one 
hour; serve with sweetened cream or 
with a liquid sweet sauce. 

String Bean Salad.—Cook young 
string beans in boiling salted water 
for twnty-five minutes or longer it 
necessary. Drain, cover with cold 
water to chill, and drain again. Lay 
on a napkin to absorb all the extra 
moisture and serve on lettuce leaf 
cups with French dressing seasoned 
well with onion juice.

As little as possible should be seen | 


of fences, and sniall attention necd 


so consistent with a country home 
as a broad, well-sodded and shady 
lawn. By sowing low-growing gras- 
sen, such as red-top, blue grass and

HIS FATHER’S: CRIME. 


Son Suffered Twenty-six Year’s 
Imprisonment. 


A Berlin, Germany, despatch says: 
A bricklayer, named Burmeister, 
who has served 26 years in the pen- 
itentiary, though innocent of the 
crime for which he was sentenced, 
has just been released under singular 
circumstances. In 1877 Burmeister 
and his father undertook to commit 
a burglary at the house of a farmer 
at Damedorf, Schleswig-Holstein, and 
Burmeister’s father in so doing shot 
and killed the farmer and his wife. 
[At the trial the son confessed that 
he fired the fatal shots. Both men 
Were sentenced to death, but a peti- 
tion to the Emperor secured a 
change In the sentence to inprison- 
ment for life in the penitentiary. The 
fathor died in prison in 1896, and 
the son recently gave such a circum- 
stantial narrative cf his part in the 
affair that the authorities were con- 
Vineed that he was not guilty. Bur- 
meister, knowing his father had a 
black record and would certainly suf- 
fer death, took the guilt upon bim- 
self in order to save his father. 

Upon the basis of this statement 
Burmeister sought for a pardon, 
which was at first refused him, but 
he renewed his efforts with success.

Mrs. Druce 
alleges that her late husband was 
the only son of Thomas Charles 
Druce, otherwise the fifth Duke of 
Portland, by his wife, Annie May 
Berkeley. The new claimant, how- 
ever, is bringing forward evidence to 
show that old Mr. Druce married 
twice, the first time being to his 
grandmother, Elizabeth Crickmer, in 
1816, and consequently no claim 
could arise by any person descended 
from the second marriage. 

Whether Mr. Hollanby Druce will 
succeed in getting the or- 
der for exhumation, on which hangs 
the success or nomsuccess of his 
claim, remains to be seen. The 
proofs which he is bringing forward 
however, to show that his grand- 
father, Mr. Thomas Charles Druce, 
and the fifth Duke of Portland were 
one and the same person are said to 
be so convincing that a syndicate 
has been formed in Melbourne to fin- 
ance the new claimant. One thou- 
sand seven hundred and fifty dollars 
has been aebstribed as Druce bonds 
of $50 each, to be redeemed at 8500 
in the event of success.

CURIOUS PAVEMENTS. 
Glass, Marble, Granite and Other 
Stone is Used. 


Streets paved with glass are not 
by any means unknown. The famous 
Rue de la Republique at Lyons is a 
notable example. Here the pavo- 
ment is laid in glass blocks, sight 
inches square, which are so symme- 
trically fitted together as to prevent 
the possibility of water passing be- 
tween the interstices. 

An Italian nobleman has lately had 
the courtyard of his palace paved 
with slabs of marble, granite and 
other stone, every one of which has 
been brought from a different land. 
Europe, Asia, Africa, America, and 
Australia have all supplicd materials 
for this curious mosiac, which is 
composed of over 500 pieces, cach 
engraved with the name of the coun 
try from which it came. 

On the occasion of his accession to 
the throne of Bavaria, Maximilian 
Emanuel had one of the roads lead- 
ing to his palace paved with bur- 
nished plates of copper, which, gleam- 
ing in the sunshine, had all the ef- 
fect of the more precious metal 
gold. Down this road it was his 
intention to proceed in Royal pomp, 
but his purpose was unfortunately 
frustrated by a gang of robbers, who 
one night carried off much of the 
valuable paving.

TEACHING A COLT TO Ack. 


To teach and train a colt proper- 
ly is a science which too few under- 
stand.

There should be no serious  difficul- 
ty in this if proper methods are fol 
lowed. The following from Horse 
Sense, one of the many champions of 
the horse, will help:

INJURY FROM WEEDS.

Scrubbing tho kitchen floor is 
hard work, but it may be olled or 
painted and will be easy to keep 
clean.

RAIN SUPPLIED TO ORDER. 


Storms Are Now Produced by Aid 
of Chemicals. 


Dr, McCarthy, a Melbourne (Vic- 
toria) medico, has invented a me- 
thod of producing a downfall of rain. 
The doctor says’ I claim to pro- 
duce rain by sending up continuous- 
ly from three centres a column 
gas, made by certain chemicals. ‘The 
gas, if sent up for a maximum of 
thirty-two hours, will produce rain 
over a range of 90 miles at any alti- 
jtude, with any sky, and with the 
wind from any quarter. 

“I do not need to wait until the 
wind is from the usually rainy quar- 
ter: In the experiment I made the 
barometric conditions were quite 
unfavorable, yet I produced rain. 
The gas, you seo, causes in the dif- 
ferent strata of the atmosphere a 
vacuum, 
of a heat storm, and is filled 
dense clouds that contain rain. These 
clouds come down with the gravity 
lof the earth, when the rain des- 
cends, 

“The rain is different from ordin- 
ar rain found in districts in which 
experiments have been made. It is 
a tropical rain, coming from very 
jlofty regions being slight at first, 
and then later descending in heavy 
showoers and bucketsful.’’

In 
this way we will be getting our 
breeding flock better all of the time, 
instead of poorer, as is the case of 
too many flocks where they sell off 


have to use the eame care. Every 
lamb, both male and female, not up 
to standard or near it, should be put 
in with the mutton flock. 

The breeding ewes should not have 
to depend on grass alone alter the 
fall froste come. While they micht 
seem to be doing well when we get 
them in the winter feed lot, they 
would be much poorer than we had 
expected to see them. Put in some 
troughs and feed a little grain each 
day. Corn and oats makes a very 
good fall feed for ewes, two-thirds} 
corn and one-third oats, and this to 
be changed in the winter to two- | 
thirds oats and one-third corn with 
a little oilmeal. Bran may be put 
in the place of oats either part or all 
two}

The time to take sheep up on dry 
feed in the fall will depend on the 
season. 1 do like to have my 
sheep eat the grass too close to the 
ground before taking them in, nor is 
it good for the sheep, as they will 
not take hold of dry feed well when 
they have access to pastures. Some 
seasons we have to take our sheep 
up the latter part of October, while 
other seapons they can as well re- 
main in the pasture until the middle 
holidays. ‘The one important thing 
is to get them in before they begin 
to lose their thrift. It ia harder 
to get them started than to keep /

The mere fact 
that course in Supplementary 
Reading will broaden the mind of 
the child eught amply to reward us 
for the time spent. For surely the 
increased intellectual power will to 
extent lessen the difficulty 
with which the pupil grasps the un- 
derlying principles in the other sub- 
jects. As a first example take his- 
tory. Are the dry details of his- 
tory sufficient to establish a thirst 
after historical knowledge? I fear 
not. Our Public School history 
@ays little, much too little, to give 
us inspiration. The historical novel 
is as necessary here as is the bal- 
lad, the song, or the military dis- 
play to the patriotism of the nation. 
Let us then supplement these dry 
facts where we can by giving to our 
clasa something with a little more in 
it to inspire a love for history as 
well as a love for country. 

Another subject in which the pupil 
would receive a great deal of benefit 
from a course in Supplementary 
Reading is in composition. Success 
in composition requires a large stock 
of ideas and a fopious vocabulary. 
It is an old doctrine that we learn 
to do by doing, but in composition 
at least, this has its Hmitations.

The new steel bridge over Deer 
creek in this village, erected by the 
County, was completed last week. It 
is ** 8 structure, finished — ee 

tely in every respect, and reflects 
— highest credit on the ability, per- 
sonal _ and 9 We. 
u its every part by the County 
—— of Roads, Mr, Peter 
Vankleek. The stone abutments at 
either end are splendid samples of 
masonry, resting|on solid foundations 
of concrete in the river bed. This 

rt of the work was done by Messrs. 
ohn Tucker and Wm. Stephenson, 
The steel span is 43 feet long, 16 feet 
roadway, and 4 feet sidewalk with 
suitable hand railing, the contractors 
for which were Messrs, Dickson Bros., 
of Campbellford. Instead of plank or 
cedar, the floor of the roadway is laid 
with cement, anew departure in bridge 
work in this county. It makes a 
finished job, and will no doubt be 
rmanent, if so it will certainly be 
tter and cheaper in the end. Mr. 
Vankleek has also made a_ first-class 
job of the approaches on either end, 
filling in with stone and gravel, and 
erecting a safety fence along the steep 
embankments, The total cost will be 
considerably over $1000. Mr. W. R. 
Aylsworth, County Clerk, and engin- 
eer, formally inspected the work last 
week and expressed his satisfaction 
with the whole job. The bridge will 
be ready for public use next week, 
when the cemengz will have sufficient- 
ly hardened.

Bacon fat imparts a delicious Ca 
vor to chicken if used for basting or 
frying. 

If in cooking too much galt 
been put into an article add 
‘ame amount of brown sugar 
counteract. the effect.

After using olive oil in place of 
butter to saute potatoes, small fish, 
tomatoes, etc., few housekeepers will 
care to go back to the old fashion:

Hardwood floors should not be 
washed. It is better to take equal 
parts of turpentine and crude 
and rub the floor well with a wool- 
len cloth moistened with the mix- 
turo. 

Melt together a little mutton fat 
and beeswax, and, when liquid, rub 


a little of it over the edges of boot | 


soles, where the stitches are. This 
win render your boots quite water- 
proof, 

Lima and red kidney beans are 
very good baked with pork, as or- 
dinary white beans are prepared. 
Green or dried beans may be used. 
The dried ones must, of course, be 
soaked before baking. 

Turpentine cleans tin or zine and 
makes it beautifully bright. It is 
also useful for cleaning discolored 
white bath enamel. Take a soft 
cloth, dip it in a little turpentine, 
apply to the stained parts, then pol- 
ish with a duster. . 

To keep flowers fresh mix a little 
carbonate of soda in the water in 
your Vases and you will ng that. 
the flowers will keep fresh much 
longer. Again, it is a good plan 
to keep them in a dark rom when 
not required for use. . 

New milk put into a stone jar, tied 
over tightly with greased paper, and 
placed in a moderate oven for sever- 
al hours, makes a nourishing dripk, 
which is nearly equal to cream. 
Baten with stewed fruit or preserve 
‘this is excellant. 

When frying doughnuts have a ket- 
tle of boiling water on the stove, 
and as each doughnut is taken from 
the fat, plunge it for a second in 
the water, then drain, The dough- 
nuts are said to be entirely free 
from greasy taste or feeling when 
80 treated. 

You can really manage very well 
Without scales if you follow this sim- 
ple plan. One ordinary teacup full 
of flour is four ounces, so that four 
toacupfuls make a pound. Sugar is 
heavier, so do not take a full cup 
of it to make four ounces. Shred- 
ded suct is so light that a teacupful 
is only two ounces.

HANDLING SWINE. 


For breeding 1 sclect medium-sised 
Animals. always using a male and 
female of as nearly the same size and 
charactcristica as possible, writes 
Mr. H. S. Todd i am aware that 
it has been urged that the beet re 
;sulte in breeding hogs have been ob- 
tained by crossing the large, open 
female on the more compact and 
Waun buli male. 1 consider this 
one of tic great stumbling blocks in 
bringing out an ideal hog. For en 
aniple, when you come to breed their 
progeny, the tendency in the same 
litter is to follow in the channel of 
the blood of the dam, also in the 
blood of the sire, and at least as 
many as three channels of blood be- 
tween the dam and the sire. pro 
ducing such a variationfol ire in 
the ofispring as to cause diksatisfac- 
non of the breeder, and a much len- 
ier price when put on the market. The 
market to-day asks for a hog weigh 
jing 200 or 250 pounds. The most 
profitable way to get this sited hog 
is to breed from an animal that will 
| Weigh at least 600 pounds at ma- 
turity.. With this sized brecding 
stock, you can get piga at KiK or 
élght months of age which will make 
the 250 pounds and on less feed. A 
large per cent. of them will also 
bring the highest price when thoy 
reach the market. The small, chub- 
by, compact hogs that weigh from 
400 to 500 pounds when matured, 
are usually great gormandizers, cat- 
ing more food than they ean digest 
‘and assimilate, much of the food 
thus running to waste, and the ex- 
pense of producing a pound of pork 
increased, 

In breeding Chester Whites we se- 
lect strong, healthy, vigorous  ani- 
male of the size above mentioned 
from large litters, knowing that like 
‘begets like. It is just as important 
to select the sire from large litters 
as the dam. In this way we have 
kept up and increased  prolificacy, 
which is of so much importance in 
the profitablences of swine raising. 
High feeding and fine breeding will, 
in a short time, result in unprolific 
or barren mothers.

Compared with riches such as those 
of these Eastern statesmon, the $60,- 
000 which the President of the Unit- 
ed States receives is a poor sum, 
even though it is backed by free 
residence in the White House, and a 
bandsome allowance for entertaining 
foreigners of distinction. 

The President of France is some 
what better of. His salary is 8120. 
000 a year, and his allowances: are 
on a most gencrous scalo, amount 
ing, indeed, to a sum equal to his 
jsalary. He thus may be said to 
bo paid at the rate of $240,000 a 
year, which is almost §5,000 a week. 
The Governor-General of India gets 
only half this amount. 

A very few years ago the great in- 
comes of State officials were looked 
upon with envy as quite unapproach- 
able by salaried workers in private 
life. To-day there are a number of 
the latter whose emoluments abso- 
lutely dwarf even such o salary as 
that of the President of France. 

2200,000 A YEAR! 


There is a man who received an 
offer of the large salary of $200,000 
a year, and, incredible as it may 
aeom, refused it. This la Herr Bal- 
lin, the gifted German who is man- 
aging-director of the Hamburg- 
American line of steamers. The of- 
fer wads made to him by the heads 
of the Anglo-American Shipping 
Trust, it he would become director 
of that corporation. 85 

A dozen years ago the public had 
never heard of Mr. Clinton Daw- 
kins. Then he became Mr. Goschen’s 
private secretary, and in 1895 Secre- 
tary of Finance in Egypt. There, 
and later on in India, he made a 
great name as a financial export. 
His fame attracted the notice of the 
heads of one of the biggest private 
banks in the world—that of J. S. 
Morgan and Co. He now draws 
$250,000 a year in their service. His 
is said to be the biggest salary paid 
by any bank. There are not more 
than three bank managers in Eng- 
land who got onc-üfthy of Mr. Daw- 
skin’s salary. 

The great life-insurance companies 
pay very high figures to the men 
who control their investments. The 
two largest in the world each allow 
their presidents $150,000 a year, 
and the third fixes its president's’ ro- 
muneration at $100,000. There is 
one actuary working for an assur- 
ance company with headquarters in 
London who gets $32,500 a year. 

The richest corporation in the 
world is said to be the Standard O11 
Trust. Mr. John Rockefeller is ita 
president. But the $15,000,000

CRUELTY TO SOLDIERS. 


How Military Authority Is Abus- 
ed in the German Army. 


The statistics of convictions for 
abuse of military authority in the 
treatment of subordinates have ro- 
cently been exciting painful attention 
says the London Times. Since Jan, 
1, 1908, there have been 160 con- 
victions of officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers for cruelty to their 
men, and the sentences of imprison 
mont or incarceration in a fortress 

ch have been. imposed amount, 
when added together, to over fifty 
years. Between the ond ot June and 
the end of September there have 
been no fewer than eighty convictions 
of this kind, involving sentences of 
imprisonment the total terms of 
which amounted to over twenty-four 
years, to say nothing of condemna- 
tions involving Incarceration in a 
fortress, degradation and other pen- 
alties. Eleven of these eighty con- 
victions were against officers, and as 
their punishmeitts varied between 
four months’ incarceration in a for- 
tress and seven days’ ordinary arrest 
it is assumed that their offences were 
not of such a heinous character as 
those of the nonmcommiseiored offi- 
cere.

Few persons except naturaliets ever 
consider the enormous amount of life 
in 
any country, civilized or not, dess. 
ly poopled dr thinly settled. 4 te- 
cent plague of rats has prompted 
London Answers to obtain au esti- 
mate from a scientist who beiicves 
that within the area of Vreater Lon- 
don there are twenty million rato— 
more than three times as Many rats 
as people. 

Sparrows probably come next in 
point of numbers among London's 
warm-blooded population; but the 
scientist preferred to make his esti- 
mate cover all the birds in the Unit- 
ed Kingdom. He believed they 
would avorage cight hundred to the 
Square mie. That would give a 
total of nearly ninety-seven millions. 
Thus the bird population outnumbers 
the human by more than two to one. 

As for the insect population, that 
is quite beyond any statistician; but 
admitting that each bird ate only 
fifty ‘insects a day, British birds 
would comume more than a billion 
insects In a year. Yet such an es- 
timate stems absolutely futile when 
we consider that the insecg popula- 
tion of a single cherry-treé infested 
with aphides was estimated by no 
less an authority than Miss Ormerod 
at twelve millions. 

Lord Avebury once calculated that 
u tingle ants’ rest might contain as 
many as four hundred thousand in- 
cividual inrects. Recent researches 
have shown that there figures were 
too high; yet the actual facts are as- 
toni hing erough. 

Mon ieur Yung, a French entomo!o- 
gist, has killed the ants in five hills 
by means (a polsonous gas, and 
undertaken the prodigious labor of 
counting the dead. The result 
showed that in the smallest hill 
there were rearly cighteen thousand 
ants; in the largest, ninety-four thou- 
sand; and ro man would dare to es- 
timate how many ants got away’ — 
that is, how many were absent from 
the hills on business or pleasure at 
be time when the acientist entered

NEW RAILWAY SIGNALS, 


A new system of railway alarm 
signals at grade crossings has re- 
cently- been tested with success in 
Germany. Each tignalbox contains 
a small clectaic motor actuating a 
kammer, which strikes a bell. In a- 
dition to the audible warning thus 
given, a 16-candle power light ts 
simultabeously turned on, which 
makes visible in plain letters the 
words, Zug kommt, Train coming.”

LIFE IN THE GREATEST CITY 
IN THE WORLD. 


Extracts From the Massive Com- 
pendium Made By its Coun- 
ty Council. 


The changes which have taken 
place in the external aspect of the 
tmetropolis during the last two or 
three years and the attempt which 
is being apparently made to rival the 
boulevards of Faris give an added 
interest to the massive compendium 
made by its County Council, says 
tho London Mall. It is entitled 
“London Statistics, 1902-1908, and 


numbers 980 pages of twelve inches 


by seven. 

The immigration to London is the 
first item which calle for attention. 
The metropolie fncreases ite popula- 
tion exclusive of births at the rate 
of about 22.000 per annum. The 
total population of London was in- 
creased by net immigration from the 
country and abroad by 162 per- 
sont in 1881-1891, and 217912 per 
sons in 18811901. Of these, Lover 
twenty percent are foreign born. The 
Metropolis now contains a foreign 
born population of over 195,000 
aliens, of whom close on 80,000 are 
males.
